SUFFRIDGE VISITS OAKLAND 

During the week AFL Clerks In- 
ternational Secretary James A, Suf- 
fridge came to Oakland from the 
East, and while here attended a 
meeting in Oakland Labor Temple 
of representatives of San Francisco 
Local 648, Food Clerks 870 of Ala- 
meda county, and Retail Clerks 1179 
of Contra Costa county. 

“The spirit shown at the meeting 
was wonderful,” Suffridge told East 
Bay Labor Journal. “The three lo- 
cals are sticking together. Each one 
of the locals is amused by the ef- 
forts of Safeway to divide and con- 
quer. San Francisco and the East 

Say will stick together till this fight 
is won, Neither side of the Bay will 
settle separately with Safeway.” 
SAFEWAY AVOIDS VOTE 

Suffridge while in Oakland told 
R. W. Finlay, top labor relations 
man for Safeway, that the Food 
Clerks would be very glad to have 
all managing clerks vote on the 
question whether or not they wished 
to continue to belong to the union 
and be covered by the union con- 
tract. Suffridge suggested that such 
a vote be taken on both sides of the 
Bay by any neutral agency. 

If the managing clerks voted that 
they wished to continue to belong to 
union, Suffridge suggested, a 


be set up, consisting of Safeway 
and union representatives, to meet 
quarterly and take up any prob- 
lems about the managing clerks, 
one meeting to be held 60 days be- 
fore the expiration of the yearly 
contract. 

Safeway turned down Suffridge’s 
suggestions. 
CLERKS’ ARGUMENT 
STRENGTHENED 

The San Francisco Clerks’ 
contract with stores other than 
Safeway provides among other 
things for employers contributing 
2 weekly per worker to an acci- 
dent, life, and hospital insurance 
fund, 


“Signing of this contract,” said 
Attorney Roland Davis and Secre- 
tary Claude Jinkerson of the San 
Francisco union, “strengthens our 
eontention that managing clerks 
‘should continue to be covered by 
the contract with Safeway as well 
as other clerks. On both sides of 
the Bay now reasonable employers 
have agreed to this. Why should 
Safeway expect or deserve special 
treatment? Why should Safeway 
managing clerks now be denied the 
union protection they have so long 
had?”

This first draft of a speech 
telling the managing clerks that 
Safeway insisted they had no right 
to belong to the Food Clerks, and 
telling how the Teamsters would 
“cooperate 100%” with Safeway 
management in the event of a Food 
strike, was intended to be 
read by Quentin Reynolds, Safeway 
retail stores manager for the Bay 
District. 

So when sending the first draft 
to Branlund, Finlay addressed with 
it a note to Reynolds, which was 
also dragged from the Safeway files 
on the insistence of the Clerks’ at- 
torney, and read as follows: 

“Dear Quent: 

“Attached are two copies of a 
rough draft of a proposed state- 
ment to be read to Location Man- 
agers at their meeting. 

“Copies are also being sent to 
others concerned with a request for 
their suggested additions or 
changes.” 

SAFEWAY PRESIDENT SAW IT 

A notation at the bottom shows 
that the extra copies were sent to 
Lingen A. Warren, president of 
Safeway Stores; T. W. Braun, pub- 
lic relations counsel for Safeway; 
and M. L. Selby, an attorney for 
Safeway. 

That some or all of these per- 
sonages did do much work in re- 
vising and adjusting the first draft 
is shown by the final expanded ver- 


Reynolds to the managing clerks on 
September 13 at a Safeway-called 
meeting in a Berkeley hotel which 
they had to attend—or else. 

Meanwhile, here is “he full text 
of the first draft as composed by 
Finlay and sent to the other big 
shots for a work-over: 


SAFEWAY'S FIRST DRAFT 


Gentlemen 


You are " well aware of the dif- | 
ference in thinking between Safe- 
way and the Retail! Clerks Union 


with respect to the inclusion of Lo- 
cation Managers in a union con- 
tract. 

With Safeway the problem is 
fundamental, In the old days when 
locations were small and their sales 
volume ran $1,000 or under per 
week, the Location Manager did not 
occupy the executive position which 
is his today. The old Store Super- 
visor directed the efforts of the 
store personnel, employed or dis- 
charged, and the Location Manager 
merely followed the managerial in- 
structions of the Store Supervisor. 

Today it is different. The Loca- 
tion Manager is an executive; he is 
in complete charge of the store; he 
alone directs the work of the store 
personnel; he is responsible for the 
success of the store, its sales vol- 
ume, and he directs the store per- 
sonnel in the discharge of their 
duties, 

While there may have been some 
justification for the old Location 
Manager’s membership in a union, 
today such membership and the 
coverage of a Location Manager 
under a union contract, is a handi- 
cap. The Location Manager covered 
by a union contract is working at 
a great disadvantage as compared 
with the Location Manager who is 
fully and completely a representa- 
tive of management's team. He can- 
not properly operate his store if he 
has to answer to a union in his 
dealings with his clerks. He is not 
free to carry out proven manage- 
ment policies which will result in 
a successful operation, and benefit 
by such successful operation in his 
adjusted compensation plan, 

The old Wagner Act did not dif- 
ferentiate between rank and file 
members of a union and supervisory 
employes, This lack of distinction 
operated to the disadvantage of 
both the supervisory employe and 
the employer.

mately read the speech to the man- 
aging clerks. 

HOW ONE MAN REVISED 

In this memo Attorney Morris 
writes: 

“I have followed certain language 
in Mr. Finlay’s proposed statement, 


|but I have tried to minimize the 


position of the old Location Man- 
ager and build up his present posi- 


| tion. I have also tried to minimize 
| What we expect to do in the event 


the Clerks’ Union does not accept 
our proposal, since this is a proph-/| 
esy and many things might happen’ 
that would prevent our program 
being fully carried out. I trust this 
may give you some suggestions.” 

A copy of the speech as Attorney 
Morris conceived it should be given 
was attached to this memo, and 
copies were sent around to a list of 
Safeway officials. That they added 
suggestions as requested is evi- 
denced by the fact that the final 
speech as actually read to the man- 
aging clerks was still different 
some respects from the one Morris 
worked out. 

Here is the final speech, telling 
how the Teamsters were to cooper- 
ate with Safeway management in 


the event of a strike by the Food | 


Clerks, and threatening the manag- 
ing clerks with discharge if they 
didn’t quit their union: 


SAFEWAY SPEECH TO CLERKS 


Gentlemen: 

No doubt all of you are aware 
of the reason for your being here 
tonight. However, to make certain 
that there is no misunderstanding 
as to the purpose of this meeting, 
I want to make it clear that you 
have been called together for the 
purpose of making the position of 
Safeway clear to you with respect 
to its views as to the exclusion of 
Location Managers from collective 
bargaining agreements covering the 
retail clerks over whom you have 
supervision. 


Regardless of the provisions of | 


the law, the real concern of Safe- 
way is a fundamental one. We also 
believe it is a fundamental one with 
you, No person can bear allegience 
and fidelity honestly to different 
persons, who on occasions have con- 
flicting interests. You stand in a 
fiduciary relationship toward the 
Company in that you represent 
management where the Company 
meets the public, You stand in the 
relative position as the owner of 
an independent store. You are com- 
pletely responsible for the results 
of the operation of Safeway’s retail 
location. 

You have the responsibility to di- 
rect the work of employes and to} 
effectively determine whether an | 


;employe shall be employed or dis- 


| charged. 


It is your responsibility | 

to recommend promotion and to 

discipline employes. You are the

ANTI-HOUSING ACTIVITY. 

Reynolds told of attending a 
meeting at Westlake $chool at 
which anti-housing people tried to 
persuade West Oaklanders that they 
would be evicted if the low rent 
housing project went through. 

He said a plea was made for 
money to fight housing, and that 
seemingly property owners gave 
pledges while propertiless persons 
chipped in $100 cash, misled by the 
eviction misstatement. 

A film showing the Baltimore 
Plan of compelling property own- 
ers to “repair the rookeries” was 
put on, with property owners not 
informed at the meeting that it’s 
the property owners, not the city, 
that pay for such repairs. Rey- 
nolds said labor should press the 
“repair the rookeries” plan. 

Hughie Rutledge, Painters 127, 
said that 2200 of the 3000 units of 
low rent housing Oakland has ap- 
plied for have already been ap- 
proved by the Federal Government. 

Rutledge predicted that when the 
Oakland City Council.and the Oak- 
land Housing Authority are ready 
to sign an agreement on the hous- 
ing matter there will be much op- 
position from the anti-housing in- 
terests, and said labor should be on 
the alert. 


CO-OP GAS STATION 

The Board of Business Agents 
recommended the buying of gas and 
oil from the cooperative service sta- 
| tion on Grand avenue 

Credit cards for officers of the 
unions will be supplied by the 
| station. 

It was pointed out that the ser- 
vice station is 100% union, havirfg 
been organized by the Teamsters.

IF CLERKS DIDN’T STRIKE, 
NO JOBS FOR TEAMSTERS! 


R. W. Finlay, top labor relations 
man for Safeway, testified that 
after conferring with Einar Mohn, 
Dave Beck’s principal agent in the 
Bay Area, he prepared the first 
draft of the speech which was read 
to managing clerks before the Food 
Clerks’ strike began. 


This first draft, printed in full in 
another column of East Bay Labor 
Journal, said that the Teamsters 
would give 100 percent cooperation 
in keeping the stores open if the 
Food Clerks struck. 


When Finlay was asked by the 
Clerks’ attorney if it had been ar- 
ranged with Mohn that the Team- 
sters would get jurisdiction even if 
the Clerks didn’t strike, Finlay re- 
plied that if no strike of the Clerks 
occurred, “there were no vacancies 
for any Teamster-recruited clerks 
in our stores because our regular 
clerks would have been on the job.” 


MOHN SAID IF CLERKS 
STRUCK, TEAMOS MIGHT 
MAKE CLAIM 


The Clerks’ attorney asked what 
Mohn had promised in the way of 
cooperation of the Teamsters with 
Safeway, Finlay replied: 

“By going through the picket 
lines.” 

Later Finlay testified: 

“Mr. Mohn pointed out that in the 
event of a jurisdictional dispute, in 
the event of a strike which was fol- 
lowed by a jurisdictional dispute on 
account of their crossing the picket 
lines, that there might be some 
claim made by the Teamsters’ men, 
and if they did make that jurisdic- 
tional claim and wanted us to put 
other people to work, he asked me 
if we would do it.” 

Finlay said that Mohn made some 
suggestions about what might be 
done if the strike occurred. 


AFTER TALK WITH MOHN, 
SAFEWAY FELT CONFIDENT 


After these discussions with Mohn, 
Finlay felt confident enough of co- 
operation from the Teamsters to 
write the statement, which appeared 

in his first draft of the speech read 
to the managing clerks by a Safe- 
way official before the strike, that 
“the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters will cooperate 100% 
either by furnishing food clerks 
and/or signing up our present clerks 
as members of the Teamster Union.” 

This statement, slightly changed 
in wording, was substantially re- 
peated in the final draft as read to 
the Safeway managing clerks be- 
fore the strike by a Safeway offi- 
cial. This final draft is published 
in another column of East Bay La- 
bor Journal. 

MOHN PROPOSED ‘PROGRAM 
OF COOPERATION’ 

Later during his session on the 
witness stand, Finlay was asked 
more questions about his confer- 
ences with Mohn before the strike. 
Finlay then said Mohn told him: 

“Well, if the Teamsters decide to 
cross the picket line, in all likeli- 
hood a jurisdictional issue will be 
raised.” 2 : 

Referring to some of the sugges- 
tions Mohn made about the Team- 
sters cooperating with Safeway, Fin- 
lay testified: 

“I told him (Mohn) at that time 
we could not embark on any pro- 
gram of cooperation such as he set 
and he wanted to know why.” 

Finlay answered it was because 
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Safeway felt bound by its contract 
with the Clerks at that time, 


ST.| SURE ‘FURNISHED’ 
BY UNITED EMPLOYERS 


Finlay in his testimony brought 
out the relationship of J. Paul St. 
Sure to the arrangements made to 
try to break the strike if it came. 
He said that St. Sure attended meet- 
ings of food store employers as at- 
torney for the United Employers. 


By agreement between the United 
Employers and the Retail Food La- 
bor Relations Council, the food store 
owners’ organization, St. Sure was 
“furnished as counsel-advisor for 
the Retail Food Labor Relations 
Council. 

St. Sure, testified Finlay, insisted 
throughout in the pre-strike period 
that the past years’ strategy of 
closing all food stores in the indus- 
try when one group was struck, had 
failed “because some of the employ- 
ers were not financially able to take 
up a long strike.” 

But St. Sure also insisted; testi- 
fied Finlay, that the new strategy 
of trying to keep all stores open 
during a strike could only be suc- 
cessful if the Teamsters cooperated 
with the employers. 

TO KEEP ’EM FROM BEING 
‘BRANDED AS SCABS OR FINKS’ 

St. Sure, testified Finlay, told the 
employers when the steps against 
the strike were being planned: 

“You must bear in mind that Oak- 
land is a highly organized commu- 
nity from a labor standpoint, and 
that if we recruit from the outside 
it would be desirable that we could 
secure members of some un‘on or- 


ganization, so that they w~~” not 
be branded as scabs or f° or 
what other odious term m. be 


applied to them.” 

St. Sure thought, testified Finlay, 
that once the Teamsters were in on 
the strikebreaking deal, they’d have 
to cooperate in many ways: “If they 
crossed the lines they'd have to do 
all they could to keep the stores 
open.” 

St. Sure figured, testified Finlay, 
that the Teamsters would waive ini- 
tiation fees when recruiting strike- 
breakers. 

One of the problems, Fimlay testi- 
fied, was how the employers and the 
Teamsters Union were to get hold 
of “recruits” skilled at the food 
store trade, since teamsters as such 
lacked that skill. So St. Sure 
thought, he told the employers be- 
tore the strike, that it would be up 
to the Teamsters to recruit striking 
clerks from the picket lines. 


WHY SAFEWAY 
PRESSURED MANAGERS 


When Clerks Attorney Galliano 
questioned Finlay as to just why it 
was considered necessary to have a 
speech read to managing clerks at 
a special meeting called by Safeway 
before the strike, Finlay replied 
that the speech was read to these 
men because “we realized that Safe- 
way” couldn’t keep its stores open 
“unless our managers stayed on the 
job and worked behind the picket 
lines.” 

Last year, Finlay testified, Safe- 
way had wished to fight out the 
issue as to whether managing clerks 
should belong to the union or not, 
but realized “too late” that “we 
had not consulted the individuals 
most affected, namely, the man- 
agers.’ 

So it was decided to work on the 
minds and feelings of the manager 
well before any strike started, and 
accordingly the first, second, and 
third drafts of the speech finally 
read to the managers was prepared. 
Two of the drafts, are printed in 
full in other columns of this issue 
of East Bay Labor Journal, 
SAFEWAY ‘HAD TALKED 
WITH MR. MAXWELL’ 

The testimony about Butcher 
Maxwell’s part in the deal with 
Safeway was given by Raymond C. 
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On Safeway Strike 
And Warren's Meet 


At the meeting of the Central 
Labor Council Monday night Secre- 
tary Robert S. Ash reported attend- 
ing the Governor’s Conference on 
Unemployment, and said that seem- 
ingly it was intended as a political 
sounding boards for Earl Warren 
and the Republican argument that 
the way to get prosperity was to 
cut insurance benefits to workers 
and cut taxes for the wealthy. 

He said, however, that some good 
things were done and said at some 
of the panel meetings. 


SAFEWAY STRIKE 

Ash stressed the importance of 
educating everyone in the East Bay 
to observe the picket lines of the 
Food Clerks in front of the Safe- 
way stoves. 

He said that things were going 
well both in the strike itself, and 
in the court hearing. He pointed 
out that the part United Employers 
had played in lining up the attack 
by Safeway on the Food Clerks was 
getting clearer all the time, and 
that all unions with negotiations 
coming up should be on the alert. 

Charles Omstead, secretary of the 
striking Food Clerks 870, said that 
600 members of the union were in 
the Safeway strike, and that it was 
essential the strike be won, and 
that it could be won if the unions 
continued to stand together. He said 
that Safeway evidently planned to 
make a long struggle of it. 


ANTI-HOUSING DRIVE 

T. J. Roberts, Operating Engin- 
eers 39, reported that 198 circulators 
were out pushing the recall peti- 
tions against the three Oakland City 
Councilmen who voted to get low- 
rent housing built in Oakland. 

He said it was essential that all 
labor people be made to understand 
that Councilmen Smith, Pease, and 
Weakley had voted in the interests 
of the people when they voted for 
housing. 

ALLIED PRINTING TRADES 

The Allied Printing Trades Coun- 
cil, which includes seven unions, 
called attention to the fact that the 
Beacon Guide Service is a subsi- 
diary of Safeway, and it was voted 
to have this service cited before 
the CLC Executive Committee. 

Roy Heinrichs, secretary of the 
Allied Printing Trades, said that 
many complaints had come in of 
“strongarm” methods used by a cer- 
tain labor publication, NOT East 
Bay Labor Journal. He asked that 
any business man or other persons 
who had such a complaint be told 
to telephone the Allied Printing 
Trades office at GL. 1-0685. 
CARPENTERS 36 

Carpenters 36 reported sending 
$25 to each of the families of the 
four sawmill workers pardoned re- 
cently by Governor Warren. They 
were arrested while picketing saw- 
mills during the long redwood 
strike. Their local is affiliated with 
the International Brotherhood of 
Carpenters. 

RADIO ARTISTS 

Assistant Secretary William P. 
Fee reported that the dispute of an- 
nouncers, members of American 
Federation of Radio Artists, with 
KROW and KLX, had been settled. 
CHRISTMAS PARTY 

Business agents and paid officers 
of unions were reminded to leave 
their $5 contributions for the an- 
nual Business Agents’ Christmas 
Party at the Labor Temple with 
either Agnes Strelo or Verna Elia- 
son. 

The party is this afternoon (Fri- 
day, Dec. 16) at the Labor Temple.

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front line of the management in 
handling of the numerous com- 
plaints or grievances that may arise 
or be presented by the clerks and 
others working under your direc- 
tion. 

Since the total operation of the 
store is your responsibility, it is 
essential for you to be absolutely 
free from outside interference or 
control so that you may supervise 
and direct the manner in which 
your store shall be operated, subject 
only to the broad policies of the 
Company. It is necessary that you 
exercise independent judgment and 
discretion with regard to numerous 
matters that arise from day to day. 
When you are responsible for your 
conduct only to the Company, you 
are free to exercise your judgment 
and views without fear of intimida- 
tion from any outside source, 


“It is common knowledge that 
where a Location Manager is a 
member of the union which repre- 
sents the employes that work under 
his discretion and control, he is 
torn between fidelity to his union 
and to his employer. This dual duty 
and responsibility can only result 
in difficulties for the person who 
occupies such a position. 


If it becomes necessary for you 
to suspend an employe from your 
store, or to discipline him, and there 
is a complaint by the union, you 
could be criticized by the union for 
doing the thing which you felt as 
manager of the store it was your 
obligation to do. On the other hand, 
you would not be truly representing 
your employer in the position you 
occupy, if you felt obliged to carry 
out certain action or refrain from 
certain action requested by the un- 
ion, if it was in conflict with the 
policies of the Company. 

In the old days when locations 
were small, Location Managers did 
not have the responsibilities or oc- 
cupy the executive status they oc- 
cupy today. In those days the store 
supervisor performed some of the 
functions with regard to directing 
the store personnel, employing and 
discharging and disciplining em- 
ployes, and the store manager more 
or less followed the instructions of 
the store supervisor. With the in- 
crease in the volume and size of 
the stores and the number of em- 
ployes, greater responsibility has 
been placed on the Location Man- 
ager, and he now occupies an execu- 
tive position where it is essential 
that he be free to represent manage- 
ment fully and completely. 

A Location Manager covered by a 
union contract is working at a 
great disadvantage as compared 
with the Location Manager who is 
fully and completely representative 
of management’s team, He cannot 
properly operate his store, as he has 
to answer to the union in his deal- 
ings with the retail clerks under his 
supervision. He is not free to carry 
out proven management policies 
which result in a successful opera- 
tion to the Company and to his 
own compensation plan. 


These are the fundamental prin- 
ciples ‘upon which the Company 
bases its belief that a Location Man- 
ager or other person in a singjlar 
status, who represents management, 
should not) be a member of ‘the 
union. 

Outside of these fundamental 
principles, however, there are fur- 
ther considerations why the Com- 
pany does not desire to bargain 
collectively with the union repre- 
senting its Location Managers. 

Under the LMRA, men who oc- 
cupy a supervisory status such as 
yours are excluded from the rank- 
and-file employes and placed in the 
status of management. 

The Act makes the Company re- 
sponsible in damages and otherwise 
for the conduct of supervisors, 
whether such conduct of supervisors 
is authorized or not. You are the 
Company’s agents, and your acts 
are those of the Company. When 
the Company is responsible for your 
acts, it is only fair and right that 
your full allegiance be to the Com- 
pany. 

The Retail Clerks’ Union has and 
does recognize that this difference 
in status exists between the rank- 
and-file employes and supervisors. 
However, it does not desire to re- 
linquish its control over the super- 
visory employes who are now mem- 
bers of the union. There are only 
two reasons for this. First—the loss 
of dues to the union, which really 
is incidental. Second—the union’s 
desire to retain the supervisory em- 
ployes in its membership so that 
through their intimidation the union 
may exercise greater control over 
the Company’s operations. 

The Company under the LMRA 
is within its right in refusing to 
deal with the Retail Clerks’ Union 
with regard to the wages, hours and 
working conditions of supervisory 
employes, and in requesting that 
such supervisory employes be ex- 
cluded from the bargaining unit of 
Retail Clerks. 
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Deal |CLC Hears Reports |Text of ‘Scab or Scram’ Speech 


Last year in our negotiations in 
Northern California, the Retail 
Clerks’ Union took an unlawful posi- 
tion in seeking to compel us to in- 
clude Location Managers as a part 
of the bargaining unit. We renewed 
those contracts under protest be- 
cause of the duress, and subse- 
quently brought charges against 
five local unions for such unfair 
labor practices, 


In the hearing of these cases be- 
fore the Trial Examiner in San 
Francisco, a tentative order has 
been agreed to between the unions 
and the Regional Office of the 
NLRB, which will become the order 
of the Board in these cases. It will 
set the pattern for other cases. 
Safeway, as well as the Clerks’ 
Union has been advised that this 
order will in effect say: 


1. Managers are not properly 
members of the same bargaining 
unit which comprises the rank-and- 
file clerks. 


2. The Clerks’ Union {s prohibited 
from demanding that Location Man- 
agers be covered in the same con- 
tract as the Clerks. : 

It has been established that su- 
pervisory employes may be excluded 
from the bargaining unit of the 
rank-and-file and the employer may 
insist that supervisory employes 
choose either the union or the em- 
ployer. The law does not compel a 
supervisor to give up membership in 
his union. However, if a supervisor 
insists upon retaining his union 
membership, or upon having the 
union bargain for him, the Com- 
pany will be within its right in dis- 
charging fiim for such action. 


In so holding, the Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the case of 
NLRB v Budd Manufacturing Com- 
pany, 169 F. (2d) 571, stated that 
trade union history shows that fore- 
men are the arms and legs of man- 
agement in executing labor policies. 
In industrial conflicts they are 
aligned with management. 


“We are of the opinion that the 
action of Congress in deciding as 
a matter of policy that in the en- 
forcement of the NLRA supervisory 
employes must be treated as either 
a part of management or a part of 
employes, and in treating them as 
a part of management, was based 
upon substantial and real considera- 
tion, and was not an arbitrary or 
unjustifiable classification.” 


Thus, you have the right to re- 
main with the union, but we at the 
same time cannot be compelled to 
bargain with the union for you, nor 
are we compelled to retain you in 
employment. 


In our current negotiations with 
the Retail Clerks’ Unions in Ala- 
meda and Contra Costa Counties, 
the unions have made some unreas- 
onable demands and the United 
Employers, as representatives of 
the industry group in these two 
counties, are under instructions, on 
behalf of Safeway, to offer to re- 
new the current contract for an- 
other year with the exception that 
Location Managers are to be ex- 
cluded. Safeway will stand on this 
offer and in the event of economic 
action by the union, all employers 
are prepared to operate with either 
members of the Clerks’ Union, who 
will be offered employment first, or 
with other recruited persons. 

In this recruiting, the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters 
will cooperate by furnishing Food 
Clerks or will sign up present clerks 
as members of the Teamsters’ Un- 
ion. The Teamsters’ Union will also 
cross picket lines which the Clerks 
may establish. The Butchers’ Union 
will also work during any such 
strike action by the Clerks. We are 
satisfied that the operations will 
continue, even though the Clerks 
take economic action. 

Whether we reach an agreement 
with the Clerks’ Union or continue 
operation otherwise, Location Man- 
agers no longer will be covered by 
the Clerks’ contract. If new em- 
ployes are hired by recruiting, we 
will operate non-union until such 
employes choose a bargaining 
agency, if they so desire. 

The above program is not one 
which will be abandoned. Safeway 
is determined that its Location Man- 
agers and the Company shall have 
the protection granted them by law. 

We believe that a majority of you 
men feel the same as we do about 
your management status. Some may 
be hesitant about their position be- 
cause of their fear of union reprisal. 

It goes without saying that as far 
as Location Managers are con- 
cerned, no action of the unions can 
or will cause any Location Manager 
to lose his job. 

For your information, only about 
20% of Safeway’s Locatiow Man- 
agers in its entire operations are 
included in labor contracts. These 
are mostly located in Northern Cali- 
fornia. 

We have outlined this program to 
you since as executives of the Com- 
pany you are entitled to full infor- 
mation regarding the negotiations 
and the reasons for our position, 
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Safeway Stops

L'Heureux testified that when 
the speech prepared by Safeway ex- 
perts was read to managing clerks 
at the meeting called by Safeway 
in a Berkeley hotel before the 
strike, he was asked from the floor 
about what stand the butchers 
would take. 

“I stated,” L’Heureux testified, 
“that I had talked with Mr. Max- 
well and Maxwell indicated «the 
butchers would work and would de- 
mand that the stores be kept open 
to provide employment for the 
butchers . .. and that they would 
work in the event a picket line was 
placed in front of the stores.” 


‘BUTCHERS 120 COULD 
DISREGARD MAXWELL’ 

Then someone from the floor at 
the meeting in Berkeley stated, 
testified L’Heureux, “that Maxwell 
represented the international, and 
that Butchers Local 120, working 
under its own autonomy, could very 
well disregard Maxwell’s instruc- 
tions or statements to them.” 

L’Heureux replied to this question 
from the floor, and said in the wit- 
ness chair that he told the meeting 
again: 

“However, I had been advised, 
and I told them I'd been advised, 
again.”

“Don’t give an accident for 
Christmas!” 


This was the plea voiced today by 
Clarence A. Miner, president of the 
Eastbay Chapter National Safety 
Council, who warned that the yule- 
tide, traditionally the year’s gayest 
season, is also the year’s most dan- 
gerous, 


“We don’t want to appear to be 
interjecting a sour note into any- 
body’s holiday plans,” he said, “but 
we must face facts. In previous 
years, the accident toll for Decem- 
ber has shown a definite increase 
over other months. 

“Last December in Oakland traf- 
fic accidents alone,” the Green Cross 
leader stated, “eight people were 
killed and about 350 others injured, 
many crippled for life. The death 
toll for this one month was one- 
sixth of the total, 48, for the entire 
year.”

William Green and Philip Murray and the AFL and CIO 
delegates as a whole got along so well together at the London 
conference which set up the new non-Communist International 
Confederation of Free Trade Unions that Dave Dubinsky, an 
AFL delegate, said as he started back for America: 


“It will be hard to go back home 
and start fighting again. We worked 
so well together for two weeks in 
England.” 

IN AUSTRALIA the voters turned 
the Labor Party out after it had 
held office for eight years. This 
defeat, following the defeat of the 
Labor Party in New Zealand by 
just 11 days, caused jubilation 
among Tories in Britain and the 
United States. 


BUT IN ENGLAND the Tories’ 
delight was tempered by the fact 
that the Labor Party won its 36th 
straight by-election since it went 
into power in 1945. 

FEDERAL RENT CONTROL 
ACT, which as now written went 
into effect April 1 and expires June 
30, 1950, was upheld by the U. S. 
Supreme Court by 8 to 0. The court 
rejected the argument that the 
Congress went too far in delegating 
power to State and local govern- 
ments to end control when they 
wished to do so. 

INTERNATIONAL PRESS- 
MEN’S UNION jerked the charters 
of locals in Washington, D. C., and 
Newark, N. J., which has demanded 
an accounting of the $500,000 estate 
of the late George Berry, interna- 
toinal president for 40 years.

Washington Papers Begin 
Printing News on A & P 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — The 
Washington newspapers, guilty of 
charges they would not even print 
advertising defending the govern- 
ment’s anti-trust case against A & P, 
have suddenly begun to try to make 
amends. 

The Washington Post has led the 
way. First is printed a story on At- 
torney General McGrath’s interview 
by the U. S. News and World Re- 
port, explaining the government’s 
reasons for acting against the 
A&P. : 

But even more impressive was the 
Post’s publication of a two-column 
letter by Gardiner C. Means; noted 
economist for the business men’s 
organization — Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development—defending the 
government’s action against the 
A & P. Means’ letter was printed 
the same day the Post carried the 
latest A & P advertisement in which 
the A & P finally took cognizance 
of the government's reply to its 
charges. 


Joe Curran Wins Out Over 
Stalinists, Trotskyists 


NEW YORK (LPA) — Big Joe 
Curran, president of th® National 
Maritime Union-CIO, won 2 smash- 
ing victory over the Communists, 
Trotskyites and other dissidents 
who have been kicking up a fuss on 
the New York waterfront since the 
national CIO convention. 

Curran obtained positive approval 
of his anti-Communist policy when 
the great majority of 5000 seamen 
present at a meeting the night of 
December 1 accepted the recom- 
mendations of a union trial com- 
mittee upholding the suspension of 
15 officers. At the same time, he 
was given an overall vote of con- 
fidence. The voting was superin- 
tended by the Honest Ballot Asso- 
ciation. 
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Publishers Won’t Get Typos 
Into Court, Is Belief 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — The 
American Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation is screaming for the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board to go 
into federal court to force the In- 
ternational Typographical Union- 
AFL to comply with the board’s re- 
cent sweeping decisions against the 
ITU, but observers here think the 
publishers may be kidding. 

They point out that it ould take 
the NLRB six to eight months to 
prepare a brief to take into court, 
so complicated are the ITU cases. 
Moreover, since it is known that 
the ITU itself will petition for new 
hearings before the NLRB, observ- 
ers close to the union don’t think 
the board will clutter things up by 
going to court now. 


Oakland Art Museum is 
Being Renovated at Last

A contract for renovating floors 
and walls, including sanding, clean- 
ing and painting has been given to 
California Builders Inc. Specifica- 
tions are being prepared for elec- 
trical work, with the renovation of 
the office space and rest rooms to 
be carried out by city employes un- 
der Albert Taylor, superintendent 
of public buildings. 

A re-paint and face-lift job will 
be given the entire auditorium and 
gas heaters of the blower type are 
being installed at the exposition 
building at a cost of $6,275. Action 
on this work was initiated when 
representatives of the Women’s 
Civic Club appeared before the City 
Council recently to complain about 
the condition of the art gallery and 
auditorium.

Southern Teamsters 


NASHVILLE (LPA)—A 28-month 
contract bringing wage increases 
and other benefits has been signed 
between the AFL Southern Confer- 
ence of Teamsters Over-The-Road 
Negotiating Committee and the Mo- 
tor Freight Operators. Affected are 
75,000 southern drivers. The team- 
sters won an 8-cent increase in 
straight pay, to $1.36 an hour, which 
will be raised to $1.41 an hour after 
18 months. The mileage rate is in- 
creased half a cent for the first 18 
months and an eighth of a cent 
for the next 18. In addition the 
union won health and welfare bene- 
fits, paid for by the employer, but 
jointly adminisiered. 


Peaceful Picketing 


\ LOS ANGELES (LPA)—No court 
can issue an injunction prohibiting 
peaceful picketing, Judge Andrew 
R. Schottky ruled in Superior Court. 
AFL members had picketed the 
Roosevelt building despite a pre- 
vious Superior Court injunction and 
certain pickets, through a misunder- 
standing, had violated the original 
court order. Judge Schottky denied 
the right of injunction directed 
against peaceful picketing, and 
maintained the pickets who violated 
the order were not in contempt of 
court.

NEW WORLD LABOR FED. 


It was on Pearl Harbor Day of last week that J. H. Olden- 
broek of the Netherlands was chosen executive secretary of the 
International Confederation of Free Trade Unions, and that 
this new organization of some 50,000,000 workers may well be 
said to have been founded. 


The date of founding seems appropriate to an American, since 
In a sense this new organization of labor grows out of the tragic 
Occurrences of Pearl Harbor Day. America’s enforced entry 
into the war, and the unceasing tribulations of the world since 
the official war ended, have brought about conditions which 
require the existence of a worldwide labor movement able to 
express itself effectively. é 

Louis Stark, the veteran labor reporter for the New York 
Times, summarizing for the New Leader the activities in Lon- 
don, where the new organization was founded, says: 


“European labor warmly welcomed the unity of American 
labor in the joint participation of AFL and CIO in the gathering. 
William Green and George Meany, president and secretary- 
treasurer of the AFL, were singled out for special attention by 


the London press.” 


Stark points out that special attention was paid to the AFL 
delegation, “because the AFL lifted its voice from the begin- 
Ning against entering an organization which would also be open 


to the Soviet unions.” 


Stark adds that “there was no gloating over the turn of affairs. 
The CIO, which turned its back on the WFTU early this year, 
made no bones about the mistake that had been made in forming 
the new world labor federation during the excitement of the 
war. But its delegation, like the others, urged that the future must 


Se 


lay the groundwork for constructive international cooperation 
among free, democratic trade unions,” 

The Soviet-dominated WFTU, or World Federation of 
Trade Unions, has already made great progress in some coun- 
tries, and may long hold dominance in some of them. In this 
world field, as elsewhere, we have the double job of fighting off 
the Soviet power and at the same time steadfastly pushing the 
struggle against the reactionary interests in our own country 
and in other countries who would wreck our free trade unions. 

A start has been made. But it’s only a start. And no matter 
how much interested we in the East Bay get in the details of our 
local struggles, we must try to understand and assist the new 
world organization to which we now belong.

COMMUNISM VERSUS UNIONISM 


Retail Clerks Advocate 


The struggle between free Amer- 
ican’ unionism and the Communists 
geems to be approaching a climax. 
Whether or not that climax was 
reached at the recent convention 
of the CIO in Cleveland, the ulti- 
mate conclusion is inevitable: Com- 
munist influence in the American 
labor movement, with perhaps some 
minor exceptions, is going to be 
eradicated. 

It is going to be eradicated not 
only on the general grounds that 
American labor has nothing in com- 
mon with the ideological tenets of 
communism but, more specifically, 
because a good trade unionist in a 
free country cannot for any ex- 
tended period of time be a good 
Communist, and vice versa. 

When the economic interests of 
trade unionism and the political in- 
terest of communism collide, as they 
often do, one must give way; and if 
a union is Communist-controlled, it 
is the interests of communism that 
will inevitably prevail. More than 
one American union has learned 
this lesson to its cost, with the re- 
gult that the influence of commu- 
nism is now confined to a “hard- 
core” of perhaps a dozen major un- 
fons in this country. 

It is a significant tribute to the 
‘American labor movement that, 
from the very beginning, it over- 
whelmingly and irrevocably decided 
that there is no place for Commu- 
fists in a labor organization that 
believes in the democratic form of 
government. By its very nature, 
Communist leadership of labor dis- 
torts and subverts the interests of 
labor to its own political end. It 
turns a union formed for economic 
purposes into an arm of totalitarian 
Adeology. It is intolerable in a demo- 
cratic labor organization. 

Thus it is not surprising that the 
GIO leadership, harassed since the 


war by the tactics of the Commu- 
nist-led unions, has now finally dis- 
carded all efforts at compromise 
and expelled them. The action taken 
by the CIO could not have been 
undertaken lightly. But now that 
the issue has been so clearly joined, 
it would seem that the wisest course 
for all is a full realization of the 
following fact: Communist leader- 
ship in unions is clearly stigmatized 
for what it is, a handicap to the 
American labor movement and a 
blow to American labor.

REMEMBER PEARL HARBOR 
AT POLLS, EDITOR SAYS 


Wells Toft, editor of the San Diego Labor Leader, published 


the following editorial for Pearl Harbor Day, (December 7) last 
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week: 

After December 7, 1941, there 
sprung up across the United States 
a battlecry: “Remember Pearl Har- 
bor!” That cry brought results—in 
war plants, aboard ships, and in 
front lines. America remembered, 
and won the war. 


Now, at the approach of the 
eighth anniversary of that dark day, 
Americans could afford to translate 
that battlecry into one which 
would win them the peace which 
has proved itself so evasive since 
V-J Day 1945. 

They have been disillusioning 
years to many sober citizens, who 
have sought the postwar fulfillment 
of their rosy dreams, but never 
been able to grasp that fulfillment. 
President Roosevelt’s postwar “Eco- 
nomic Bill of Rights,” hopefully out- 
lined in 1944, is not yet much more 
than launched—in the guise of the 
Truman “Fair Deal.” 

They have been years of nervous 
juggling of the issues stemming 
from the atom bomb; deluging of 
American money into a Europe that 
at times seemed as hopeless as a 
bottomless well; exhibition on the 
floors of Congress in worthless in- 
vestigations; and political skulldug- 
gery in lieu of conscientious efforts 
to improve the plight of the nation. 

In coalition opposition to the Tru- 
man administration—in days when 
the world desperately is striving to 
regain its balance—there has been 
dawdling and mule-headedness 


which is equally as pernicious as 
slowdowns and desertion were in 
time of war. That is why there is 
need for peacetime rededication to 
the principle which launched the 
initial cry: “Remember Pearl Har- 
bor.” 

And if America’s dogged drive to 
return the world to normal falls 
short, the blames of over-economy 
and reaction should be placed 
squarely on the shoulders of reac- 
tionary politicians that follow the 
leadership of men like Byrd and 
Taft. 

Where does the hope lie for ac- 
tivation of labor's pledge to “Re- 
member Pearl Harbor” with a suc- 
cessful peace? 

It lies at the polls. 

That is why the American Fed- 
eration of Labor seeks millions of 
dollars in comparatively tiny contri- 
butions from each of its members 
to insure election of industrious 
and liberal legislators to Congress 
—and to every other responsible 
lawmaking body in the nation. 

Americans no longer fight with 
guns and bombs. Their weapon in 
the postwar fight for peace and 
democracy is the ballot. That is why 
your call to action in Labor’s 
League for Political Education de- 
mands a response as personal and 
as patriotic as the draft. 

Organized labor must remember 
Pearl Harbor—and the five years 
of war—with peacetime voting. 


LABOR PRESS IS CALLED MAJOR 
ENTERPRISE BY LIBERAL DAILY 


The League Reporter (LLPE) 


Commenting upon the increased 
stature of the labor press of Amer- 
ica, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
one of the most independent news- 
papers in the country, said in an 
editorial October 22, 1949: 

Almost without notice ... the 
labor press has boomed into a ma- 
jor enterprise. The rise of this form 
of journalism seems to be something 
for the commercial press to gaze 
upon with wonder and some grati- 
tude. 

Labor newspapers are not direct 
financial competition for daily news- 
papers. The labor press claims a 
circulation of 30,000,000 about the 
aggregate for evening dailies, but 
the press generally has also in- 
creased its circulation. Labor pa- 
pers may still be regarded as sup- 
plementary reading. 

What the labor press offers is 
the competition of ideas. And it 
would be a mistake to regard such 
papers only as a limited counter- 
part to industry’s trade press. 

Recently a trade magazine de- 
voted to “industrial know-how” 
published graphs showing how bus- 
iness lays off manpower. How 
would a labor paper respond to 
the knowhow involved in firing peo- 
ple? Certainly the reply would not 
be statistical. It would be in direct 
human terms of how it feels to be 
fired, what it does to the grocery 
budget and what it means to chil- 
dren. 

Labor editors think that their 
readers represent so large a part 
of the American people that they 
are compelled to consider major 
public needs. 

But there would be no labor press 
at all if the commercial press gave 
full expression to the needs and 
opinions of millions of trade union- 
ists. For example, it was the labor 
press that dug up the story that 
California doctors had abandoned 
their usual ethics in advertising 


against national health insurance, 
which labor supports and much of 
the daily press opposes. 

Union newspapers did not omit 
the fact that the daily press had 
ignored the story. In this they per- 
formed a _ useful function. The 
Hutchins Commission on Freedom 
of the Press advised newspapers to 
employ self-criticism to protect 
their freedom, but few responded. 
Union papers are critical of the 
daily press and critical of each 
other, 

Joseph C. Harsch of the Chris- 
tion Science Monitor says the labor 
papers are “in possession of a pub- 
lic issue being sidestepped by the 
established commercial press.” The 
latter is in a position to do no more 
than congratulate the labor editors. 
For if published opinion were uni- 
form in this country, freedom of 
the press would be meaningless.

Mind and Body Both Cared 
For in British Health Plan 

The stress of post-war conditions 
is causing more psychic illnesses in 
Great Britain, according to Dr. 
Douglas G. Campbell assistant clini- 
cal professor of psychiatry at the 
University of California, who has 
just returned from a long visit in 
England. 

He found English doctors abreast 
of ours and ahead of them some- 
times in their handling of these dif- 
ficult illnesses. For instance, you 
can be treated at a ‘neurosis center” 
without being “committed” as an 
insane person. 

The ill-wind that has made it im- 
possible for many owners to keep 
up their fine old houses has blown 
good to the medical profession, for 
many of these houses are now used 
as “neurosis centers.” 

“Character neurosis” is one of 
their studies. This deals with peo- 
ple who often have great ability 
but wander from job to job or are 
otherwise unstable. “Drama thera- 
py,” whereby patients write and act 
out scripts -based on their own 
troubles have been found of great 
benefit. 

Preventive work is also an impor- 
tant part of the program for mental 
health, and the “Peckham Experi- 
ment” where a recreation center is 
provided and the whole family is 
regarded as a unit in the health 
set-up is proving very successful. 
Here a family may have free exam- 
inations periodically on condition 
that the whole family maintains 
membership in the center. 

Some physicians over there blame 
rationing for mental as well as 
physical ills, believing that it causes 
resentment and other bad reactions. 

In our own land of plenty we don’t 
have so many difficulties to contend 
with, yet we, too, seem to be having 
an increasing number of citizens 
who are physically disturbed one 
way or another, 

Thus far we haven't done a great 
deal about it, but the seriousness 
of the situation is being realized 
more and more and an increasing 
effort is being made to cope with it. 

Perhaps one reason our centers 
for physical health haven't accom- 
plished more is because they have 
not considered psychic health along 
with the physical. 

The time will no doubt come when 
mental and physical health will be 
considered merely two faces of the 
same health problem. Indeed, it is 
so recognized today. But we haven't 
yet been able to do a great deal 
about it. 

When we do, we may be able to 
look forward to that brave new 
world where “a sound mind in a 
sound body” will be every child’s 
birth-right.

CHAIN LETTER FOR TAFT 
SLUSH FUND IN EAST BAY 


Labor, the railmen’s union weekly, recently published an ac 
count of efforts made to raise a slush fund for Senator Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio. A chain letter system operating in Oakland is 
part of the enterprise, as the following excerpt from Labor's 
article shows: © 


Labor has reported before that 
industrialists and other reaction- 
aries all over the country are rais- 
ing a big slush fund to “save ‘Bob’ 
Taft.” 

That this campaign is taking on 
stupendous proportions is shown by 
material drifting into the offices 
of Labor every week. There has 
been nothing like it in recent poli- 
tical history. 

For example, the San Diego 
(Calif.) Employers’ Association sent 
an “urgent” letter to all its members 
dunning them for contributions to 
a “pot” on behalf of Taft; a group 
in Oakland, Calif., launched a chain 
letter scheme to drum up funds for 
Taft, and a so-called “Ohio Com- 
mittee of Independent Voters” 
spearheaded another appeal for 
money. 


FRANTIC PLEA FOR CASH 

The San Diego bosses’ association 
declared frantically in a “special 
bulletin” that “the campaign of 
Robert Taft for re-election as Unit- 
ed States senator from Ohio is a 
matter of vital importance to the 
entire country.” 

“If he goes down to defeat,” the 
bulletin cried, “it will be a demon- 
stration of ‘left-wing’ labor political 
power which cannot but have a 
discouraging effect on other con- 
gressmen and senators who are in- 
clined to vote courageously.” 

In other words, here’s an admis- 
sion that if Taft is licked, it will be 
a staggering blow to all Tories in 


Congress for whom he is the spokes 
man. By the same token, such de- 
feat would be a great triumph for 
liberalism, 

CHAIN LETTERS IN OAKLAND 

Also, the San Diego bulletin in- 
formed the employers that Taft is 
“fighting your battle’; that his de- 
feat would be a “catastrophe”, and 
that he should be supported—with 
cash, The bulletin said the business 
men were being asked to contribute 
only $1 each, but that’s the bunk, 
Contributions are expected to run 
much higher. 

Employers in Oakland are resort- 
ing to somewhat different tactics. 
They are operating a system of 
chain letters—worded much like the 
San Diego appeal—asking also that 
contributions be sent to Taft. 

One of these letters, signed by a 
P. A. Hoyt of Oakland, disclosed 
that a national parley had recently 
been held of “association executives, 
local state, regional and national’— 
presumably, officers of business as- 
sociations—at which “an idea was 
born, an idea that is destined to 
sweep the country.” 

What was the idea? That Taft 
must be reelected senator of Ohio 
next year. “This is a matterof na- 
tional import,” the letter proclaimed, 

The writer also indulged in this 
rather uncomplimentary remark: 
“Though not necessarily the most 
brilliant mind in the Senate, Taft 
has become the symbol of coura- 
geous statesmanship.”
